This year is certainly “an all-electric year. 
Practically all the leading British and Con- 
tinental manufacturers showing this week at 
the Mansion House have devoted considerable 
thought to the problem of marketing re- 
ceivers, which, at reasonable cost, will work 
off the house lighting mains at a minimum 
of trouble. Many of them succeeded to a 
remarkable degree. The 1930 all-mains re- 
ceivers, apart from being things of beauty, 
are robust and serviceable instruments, This 
can be said almost. without exception. There 
are dozens of different models shown which 
can be guaranteed to give the utmost satis- 
faction, so far as purity of reproduction is 
concerned. Volume of unvarying quality is 
a feature of the all-mains set which make 
them an attractive proposition to listeners of 
discrimination. Apart from the trouble and 
bother associated with high-tension and low- 
tension batteries, the ‘steady supply of 
current from the mains makes consistent re- 
ception a thing within the reach of all, 
Radio-gramaphones to work off the main 
supply are aiso to be found in profusion. 


WHAT THE STANDS ARE SHOWING, ' 


An instrument which interested me was 
the Kolster-Brandes radio-gramaphone, to be 
seen on the stand of Messrs. Huet Bros. 
This instrument embodies the most up-to- date 
principles in radio-gram design, and gives 
good quality reproductions of a realistic 
character. The receiver comprises a stage of 
H.F. amplification, utilising a screened-grid 
valve and detector, with reaction and volume 
controls. The ovtput from the detector is 
passed to a two-stage L.F. power amplifying 
unit, employing two high-voltage, super- 
power valves in the last stage. <A moving 
coil speaker is incorporated in the receiver, 
Arrangements have also been. included 
whereby a second speaker can he used at 
will. The A.C. output is approximately six 
watts. “Another radio-gramanhone which took 
my fancy was the Columbia Model 308. 
This is also an all-mains instrament. 
All controls are conveniently mounted on 
the front. panel, and the dial is illuminated 
by a pilot lamp. An adjustable aerial 
coupling is fitted on the side panel. The 


mo ving-coil secaker gives gocd reproduction, 
and the gramaphone unit comprises an elec- 
trically-driven turntable motor, pick-up, 
automatic stop and -speed regulator, 


eile Lamps cine. itd, shes have a 
number of interesting all-main sets 
for A.C. at "D.C. supplies. They were 
among the first of the ter manufacturers 
to see the possibilities of development in this 
direction, and their experience during the 
past few years has been adapted to suit the 
requirements of to-day. 


The Marconiphone four-valve screened 

all-electric receiver is another quality pr os 
which I would be proud to take home with 
me. This model is designed for use on the 
A.C. supply (100-120 and 200-250 volts, 4-100 
cycles). lt is a handsome pedestal model, 
which can, to put it bluntly, “‘deliver the 
oods.” Siemens-Schuckerts (Ireland), Ltd., 
ave, perhaps, the cheapest all-main_ set at 
the show. It is a three-valve model, in- 
clusive of. loud speaker, and embraces the 
new Telefunken. “pegs ” or valves, which 
have been among the new features of radio 
this season. The grid in these valves is no 
longer inside the vacuum, but on the exterior 
of the glass. ‘hey are ‘cheap and durable, 
which is a consideration. 


KITS. 


One of the tendencies of modern set con- 
struction has been the increase of complete 
kits of parts for home assembly. 1 welcome 
it as one of the important advances made 


during the past few years. No longer need we 


trust to the younger members of our. family 
when we turn to the radio for entertainment. 
Their intentions were often good, but the 
design of their receivers Jeft much to be 
desired. And small wonder! There is more 
in a radio receiver than meets the eye. It is 
an engineer’s job. Therefore, when we find 
firms of stablished reputation designing * leat ** 
receivers which are calculated to give satis- 
faction we must sit up and take notice. 

The outstanding kit, in my opinion, is, 
perhaps, the Osram “ Music Magnet 4.” This 
set is extremely selective owing to the use 
of two screeried-crid valves, and the amplifi- 
cation is sufficient to suit the needs of the 
average listener. A-volume control is pro- 
vided which allows the set to operate at the 
most satisfactory volume. Its use does not 
interfere with the quality of the reproduction. 
Its construction is exceedingly simple, and 
by ihe use of the chart supplied by the makers 
almost any man, woman, or even child, could 
assemble the components in a few evenings. 
That is saying something. Then we come to 
the Mullard ‘‘ Orgola’’ kits, which are be- 
coming quite popular throughout the country. 
This kit gives a high decree of selectivity ; 
very good amplification, and really good re- 
production, Single dial tuning is an important 
feature of this set; but by the use of a small 
thumb ring .on the left of the nambered 
tuning drum the aerial circuit can be accur- 
ately adjusted to rectify any discrepancy which 
may arise from unusual aerial ote poate con- 
ditions. The circuits may be as accurately 
tuned: as if two. separate controls were 
employed. Many other new features are 


incorporated. 


| RADIO CENSORSHIP. 


IMPRESSION S OF THE 


EXHIBITION. 

Interestin ing impressions of the Radio Ex- 
hibition in Dublin were given in a short talk 
broadcast from 2RN last night by Mr. G. A. 
Pemberton, of the [Irish Radio Traders’ 
Association. 

The general aspect of the exhibition, he 
said, was very little different this year. In 
past years the exhibitors had not been per- 
mitted to make any structural alterations in 
the stands, but this year the rule had been 
relaxed. Many stand-holders had taken 
advantage of the new conditions, and, 
by designing their stands as their needs re- 

uired, they had made it possible to display 
the latest radio gramaphones and otber large 
instruments, and thus added a note of 
originality to the exhibition as a whole. 

Compared with other years, few changes 
had taken place in the instruments dis- 
played... Many of the receivers and speakers 
that were displayed last year were again 
being shown. this week. This seemed to 
him to be a very important fact, since it 
meant that a person now could go and buy a 
new instrument with a reasonable certaint y 
that by this time next year it would not be 
out of date. Again, the prices in many in- 
stances were a little lower, and he had no 
doubt that reductions ha4 - beeil. made 
possible owing to the fact, that. standardisa- 
tion had to. a considerable “extent “been 


achieved. 
Of course, improvements would be made as 


years improvements would be in detail, and 
that in many cases it would be possible to 
incorporate these improvements in one’s own 
receiver at very little expense. 

It would be ‘pleasant news for the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board. to know that mains ré- 
ceivers were making rapid strides im 
popularity. 

CRYSTAL SET GOING OUT. 

Another important fact, that struck Mr. 
Pemberton was the comparative absence. of 
the humble crystal set. In the early days 
of broadcasting many of them had got a 
good deal of amusement while wearing a pair 
of headphones and tinkering with the “cat's 
whisker ” in the hope of finding a more sen- 
sitive spot on the crystal. There was no 
demand for these instruments to-day, and it 

was probable that the discomfort of wearing 
headphones clamped to the head all the time 
contributed to this state of affairs. 

Mr. Pemberton then expressed regret that 
visitors to the exhibition had not taken 
‘advantage of the really excellent gramaphone 
recitals that were being given all through 
the day in the Concert Hall. 

Concluding, he said that the most out- 
standing fact about broadcasting was that it 


had attained to the most. perfect form of 
censorship in the world—a censorship that 
was but rarely heard about, and then only 
in favourable terms.

Ghe ‘Local * Gouch. 


The Irish Library Association has found 
it necessary to comment in its report on 
the apparent lack of interest displayed by 
Trish libraries in the districts in which 
they are situated. A remarkable feature 
of the retúrns from local public libraries, 
it is said, was that so few libraries ap- 
peared to make any attempt to form 
special collections of works dealing with 
the history ‘and antiquities of the districts 
in which they are situated. Only five 
libraries possess special local collections. 
and three others have collections of books 
relating to Ireland. 

This would appear to be the kind cf 
work that should appeal esvecially to the 
librarians of our public libraries. Not 
only would such collection of books on 
the locality be of interest to local resi- 
dents, but thev would also make a very 
decided appeal to tourists and holiday- 
makers who might be visiting the localities. 


Che Letters of Junius. 


My recent note on the authorship of the 
Letters of Junius brings the following note 
from a correspondent :—I notice that you 
mention Grattan, Burke and Flood as 
Irishmen to whom the authorship of the 
Letters of Junius have been ascribed, but 
omit the name of Sir Philip Francis, a 
Dublin man, whose authorship seems more 
likely than any. ' Charles Chabot, a hand- 
writing expert, says, in summing up a 
report upon a comparison of the hand- 
writing of Junius and Francis :— 

“I have shown, in matters of detail, 
in matters of style connected therewith, 
and in matters of material, that there ‘s 
in each abundance of evidence to justify 
me in the opinion I have formed, and to 
demonstrate that the Junian letters have 
emanated from no other hand than that 
of Sir Philip Francis.”’ 

Francis, who was born in Dublin in 
1740, held many important ‘posts in 
India, where he became the rival of 
Warren Hastings. This hostility, indeed, 
culminated in a duel, in which Francis 
was severely ‘wounded, and afterwards, 
during Warren Hasting’s trial, Francis, 
who was then an M.P., supplied the 
Crown with much of the evidence for the

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EDUCATION AND HEALTH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—There is one thing of vital importance 
in the education of children to which too 
little attention is giverl in this country. It 
is the mdintetiance of the physical well-being 
of the children. The average mother tries to 
ensure that her child “bhall have a healthy 
body. So far as she can, she feeds him well 
and punctually, sees that he is propery 
clothed and that he. gets}a sufficigncy of fre 
air and -outdoor exercise. When the child 
goes to school the diffieulties of doing this 
become -enormous. . Thé+child has breakfast 
about 8 6’clock, goes to sthool and stays there 
in a class room, often imperfectly ventilated, 
until 2.30 or 3 o'clock. There is generally a 
short interval of half an hour or so for the 
urpose of eating lunch which the’ child 
ec with him, and for recreation, The 
child reachéy home about 3.30, too exhausted 
from lack of food and fresh air to care about 
eating the lunch or dinner provided at home. 

What adult would care to do without any 
proper meal from 8 o'clock until 3.530? What 
sort of work could be expected from anyone 
who would so foolish as to do such a 
thing’? . Surely the growing child is much 
more in need of sustenance than the 
adult. Further, fare is often No arrange- 
ment for physical instruction or drill in the 
ordinary school curriculum. Some schools 
have a nominal half hour in the week, but 
usually the only way to get regular drill is 
to arrange for outside classes, and this adds 
still more to the child's. working hours. The 
net result of this inattention.to physical well- 
being. is that many children. spend the winter 
catching colds and recovering from them; 
and, if they are growing quickly, they get 
stooped through leaning over desks in stuffy 
class-rooms, without any corrective exercise 
in the open air or drill inside. ' What is 


| needed is a better balance between physical 


and mental exercises. 

I suggest for all school children :—(1 
shorter working hours; (2) a proper lunch

Village Halls. 


Kvery one of my countrymen, I am sure, 
deplores the exodus from the countryside, 
but, apparently, little or nothing is being 
done to make life in the rural districts 
approximate socially to life in our towns. 
The desire for social intercourse is as 
strong in the country as in a city, but 
while citizens have every facility for 
enjoying it, the country resident has prac. 
tically none. : 

In the rural parts of England and the 
United States there are all kinds of clubs 
and institutes, where the purely recrea- 
tional is mingled with the severely 
practical, and this month the Cambridge- 
shire Educational Committee has opened 
the first of its Rural Colleges. In Ireland 
little or no effort, except that of the 
United Irishwomen, has ever been made *o 
organise such institutes in Ireland. The 
first step—and also the most important 
and the most difficult—is, I think, the 
provision of village halls in all suitable 
places. These would not be too costly to 
be outside the financial resources of any 
NA but it is the will that seems to be 
weak. 


“Ghe Cobbler’s Cottage. 


I noticed during my rural rambles that 
the cobbler’s cottage is still the favourite 
meeting place for the males in every small 
town. When darkness falls the little 
shop—it is almost the identical shop 
everywhere—gradually fills up, and, while 
the cobbler industriously proceeds with 
his work, he is cheered by the company of 
men of all ages and conditions. There is, 
I suppose, a natural delight in watching 
a man still working at his trade when 
one’s own work is finished. The mellow 
glow of the candle or a paraffin lamp is 
another attraction, I feel sure, to the men 
who nightly discuss problems of parochial 
or national importance, and, no doubt, the 
owners of shoes and boots left for repair 
are criticised in a good-natured manner. 
The atmosphere is always thick with the 
smoke of cigarettes and tobacco, and some- 
times a musically-inclined individual pro- 
duces a fiddle, or a flute, or a melodeon, to 
entertain the company, while the cobbler 
keeps time to the music with his hammer. 


The Abbess of Gly. 


St. Etheldreda, the seventh century 
Abbess of Ely, whose festival has just 
gone by, has had the misfortune of having 
her name familiarised in common speech 
in a rather undignified connection. In 
the Isle of Ely a fair was formerly held 
on her anniversary, and at it a particular 
kind of cheap, but showy, lace was sold, 
known as St. Etheldreda’s, or, in more 
homely fashion, St. Audrey’s, lace. From 
this usage the word “ tawdry,” an easy 
corruption of the abbreviated name, came 
to be applied to all things gaudy and 
valueless, with the consequence that even 
the poor Abbess 
designated the Tawdry Saint.

In revising the proofs this sentence was 
corrected to, “I have not heard of cross-bills 
nesting in Ireland recently’; but apparently 
the correction .was too late for the printers. 
I had in mind the well-known habit of cross- 
bills of appearing in a district for some 
years and then disappearing for no apparent 
reason. 

Your reviewer requests that I should sub- 
stantiate my statement that ‘‘short-eared or 
woodcock owls seem to becoming in- 
creasingly common as a breeding species on 
many moors in Ireland.’’ I found a nest of 
short-eared owls on a hill in County Kilkenny 
in June, 1927. During the past few years | 
have put,up several birds of this species in 
the heather during July and August. Un 
August 14th, 1930, for example, I disturbed 
three short-eared owls on a Tipperary 
mountain, one of which was undoubtedly a 
young bird. The keeper on this mountain 
told me that he had unfortunately destroyed 
several nests during recent years, In May, 
1920, an owl was shot near my place and 
brought to me for identification. It was a 
short-eared owl in treeding plumage. in 
summer the plumage of these owls is much 
paler than in winter. 

The object of my book is to give original 
observation and not to repea 
already been written. I did, however, '“ dip 
into’’ all the text-books I could get hold 
of, in order to try to get further light on 
such difficult points as the difference in 
plumage of. woodcock, etc., in which I am 
particularly interested, but without success. 
Anyone who tries to brealg new ground is 
bound to make mistakes, but I submit that 
it is only in this way, and by a closer co- 
operation between field naturalists and 
museum authorities, that our limited know- 
ledge of bird-life can be advanced.—Yours, 
etc., J. W. Szrene.

SILENCE IS GOLDEN. 

The Lady Dorothy, tons register, be- 
longing to Messrs. Nobel and Company, ex- 
plosive manufacturers, slipped quietly in and 
out of the Liffey last Thursday. Incidentally, 
this vessel has been reared in an atmosphere 
of quietness. She loads her explosives at a 
tiny pier, situated in a backwater near Irvine, 
with fields stretching on either side. Her 
cargo, instead of being rattled down in motor 
lorries or a bumpy goods train, travels 
soberly on little flat trucks, running on rails, 
drawn at a walking pace by a horse. 

Her stevedores, easily distinguishable by 
the absence of metal buttons on their clothes, 
step silently about their work in rubber-soled 
shoes. These men perform their duties in a 
manner peculiar to themselves; for the cases 
never seem to be actually lifted or laid down. 
They are slid from place to place along 
wooden gangways specially provided for the 
purpose. ‘‘ When we do make a noise,” one 
of the Lady Dorothy’s crew remarked with a 
grin, “there ’aint going to be no half mea- 
sures about it.” 

One would have thought one day last week 
that the oversea ships, irrespective of the 
plans of their owners, had decided to hold an 
miternational conference “on their own, ” 
choosing the Liffey as a meeting place. By a 
strange coincidence, every oversea vessel in 
the port was a foreigner. America and I nos 
were represented by the Bannack and Van- 
couver Maru, while the Edv. Nissen, Trito 
and Nordburg were the envoys of Norway, 
Germany and Russia. 

JOTTINGS FROM THE COAST. 

Captain Kelly, Harbour Master for Cork and 
Queenstown, stated, in an interview, that no 
little concern is felt by the port authorities 
and the local workers at the closing of Rush- 
brooke Dockyard. He hinted at the possi- 
bility of the re-opening of the dock at Haul- 
bowline. The port dues have not shown such 
a good return as last year, but Captain Kelly 
maintains that Cork is not alone in this re. 
spect, the trade depression being universal 
owing to the disturbed conditions in South 
America and elsewhere. 

Owing to further restrictions on emigrants 
laid down by the United States Government, 
the Cunard and White Star liners are now 
calling at Queenstown once a fortnight instead 
of once a week, Very little of the hull of 
the Celtic now remains above high water, 
and the work of destruction has been aban- 
doned for the winter, In fact, it is antici- 
pated that the storms of the coming winter 
will render subsequent operations as to her 
removal unnecessary.

PHILANTHROPIST AND 


PATHIOT. 

The death occurred at Kirkham Abbey, 
near Malton, Yorkshire, last night, of Lord 
Brotherton, who had been seriously ill for 
some weeks past. He underwent an opera- 
tion last Thursday, but gradually became 
worse. 

Lord Brotherton was aged seventy-four. He 
was born on April 1, 1856, the son of Mr. 
Theophilus Brotherton, of Ardwick, Man- 


chester, a cotton manufacturer. Yorkshire, . 


however, was destined to be the principal 
scene of his pubile and philanthropic activi- 
ties. Mayor of Wakefield in 1902-5, he was 
also a Freeman of that city, which he repre- 
sented in Parliament for a number of years 
in the Conservative interest. Elected in 1902, 
he sat until 1910, when he was defeated. 
Again elected for the same constituency in 
1918, he sat until 1922. Meanwhile, in 19]3- 
14 he had served as Lord Mayor of Leeds, 
and was a Freeman of that city. 
WAR-TIME ACTIVITIES. 

Head of one of the — chemical works 
in the country, he was fully employed during 
the war in making munitions, and he erected 
large works for the production of T.N.T. and 

icric acid. During the war he equip at 
bis own expense the Leeds “ Pals’’ Batta- 
lion, and returned to the Exchequer all the 
interest on his contribution of five hundred 
thousand, pounds to the War Loan. 

Educational and charitable institutions in 
Leeds benefited considerably by his benefac- 
tions. In 1926 he gave one hundred thousand 
pounds for the erection and equipment of a 
new library for Leeds University, which fol- 
lowed a gift of twenty thousand pounds to 
the University in 1 for a Chair of 
Bacteriology.

H., and when received by 
the Prince of Wales in November, 1929, he 
announced his intention of making a gift of 
twenty-five thousand pounds to the Prince's 
Endowment Fund to endow Tor H. in York- 


shire. 

Last July Lord Brotherton received the 
Messel Medal, presented by the Society of the 
Chemical Industry, and awarded for out- 
standing services to the industry.

APPLICATIONS FOR 
COMPENSATION.

At the Civil Service Commission yesterday, 
Judge Davitt presiding, Mr. Dickie, K.U. 
unstructed by Mr. T. C. Ross, solicitor) 
opened the case on behalf of the Registrars 
of the various Civil Bill Courts in Ireland 
who are seeking compensation for being de- 
prived of their itions in 1926. He out- 
lined their conditions of employment, and 
vointed out that they were whole-time officers 
on the days on which they were employed— 
they were paid by the day. They were 
appointed by the County Court Judge, and 
could. be dismissed only by thé Lord Chan- 
cellor; the post was a permanént one. They 
were pensionable, according to Section 20 of 
the Act, in accordance with the principles 
of the Superannuation Act. 

Mr. Finlay. K.C., who, with Mr. Lavery, 
h.C., and Mr. Basil | aah ype finstructed 
hy the Chief State Soligtor), Maois for the 
State, cited the case of a’ Registrar who 
applied for a pension during the British 
régime on the grounds of age and ill-health. 
The Treasury had refused it on the unds 
that he was a part-time officer. nother 
‘Registrar had also been refused a pension om 
crounds not stated. . 

Mr. Dickie said tliat pensions were rarely 
ought by Registrars, but if they were not 
pensionable the section had no meaning. 

Mr. T. C. Ross, solicitor, 31 South 
Frederick street, Dublin, gave evidence that 
e had acted as County gistrar in Clare 
from 1903 to 1926. He was first paid £2 
for each day that he attended the court, 
plus £1 for travelling and maintenance. In

REPRESENTATION ON THE PORT 
BOARD. 

Mr. James Larkin, senior, mentioned that 
he had been elected te the Port and Docks 
Koard the previous week. The next day, 
without receiving any Official notification, he 
read.a statement in the Press that he wus 
ineligible to sit on the Board as he was a 
bankrapt. He said that he was not a bank- 
rupt because of any personal debts, but 
because of being a trustee of certain funds, 
and, following labour divisions, he was 
ordered by the Court to pay, and he re- 
fused. e was then made a bankrupt. He 
contended, that there’ was vindictiveness 
shown by the attitude of the Port and Docks 
Board, which did not want him on the 
Board. Hw said he would be glad if the 
Council accepted his resignation from the 
Board until he brought himself within the 
law. The Port and Docks Board, he added, 
was not concerned with the development of 
this country. 

Mr. Belton said that officiai channels 
should be used to convey the information 
of the ineligibility, if any, of any members 
they had elected to the Port and Docks 
Board. He suggested that Mr. Larkin should 
take no notice of what appeared in the Press, 
if official notification had not come to the 
Council. 

Mr. Gillespie said that Councillor Larkin 
was held to be disqualified by the Port and 
Docks Board under an antiquated Act, which 
dated from 1867. The Greater Dublin Cor- 
poration was set up by recent Act of the 
Oireachtas, and, in pursuance of that Act, 
the Corporation nominated Councillor Larkin 
on the Port and Docks Board. Were they, 
he asked, going to be controlled by Acts 
dating from sixty or seventy or two hundred 
and seventy years ago, or by their own law? 
He maintained that they should stand up 
eg?inst the Port and Decks Beard. 

The Assistant Clerk (Mr. O’Neill), in reply 
to Councillor 8. T. O'Kelly, read a formal 
acknowledgement from the Port and Docks 
Board of the communication of the Council 
intimating that six of ite members had been 
selected to represent the Corporation on the 
Loard.

In the 
matter of imperial economic arrange- 
ments, where foodstuffs are involved, the 
‘position to-day does not justify a blind 
obedience to any one dogma. ‘The Im- 
perial Conference still is sitting, and this 


\ subject is, perhaps, its paramount issue. 


Until further evidence indicating the 
attitude of the Dominions .is avail- 
able, any pedantic subscription to a 
particular method is bound to become 
a white. elephant. Mr, Baldwin kus 
grasped this fact. Moreover, he uas 
perceived that he himself has seen 
clearly what Lord Beaverbrook appears 
only to see through a glass darkly— 
namely, that they both have the same 
object in view. His letter continually 
adverts to the period before the disagree- 
ment, and is at pains to declare his readi- 
ness to do all things that may be possible 
to fulfil Lord Beaverbrook’s hopes—pro- 
vided that he is not asked to tie his hands 


| with a policy which a few more weeks of 


Westminster may prove to be impossible. 
“ No method,” he writes, “ which offered 


purpose ought to be ruled out before- 
hand. These words can bear only one 
interpretation.” It is nothing to Mr. 
Baldwin how he can achieve this purpose— 
“whether it be tariffs on ‘foreign food- 
stufis or any other plan ”—so long as he 
does achieve it. His anxiety is to 
forswear nothing before he embarks upon 
his campaign. 

The Socialist Government is grimly 
resolved’ not to depart by one jot 
or tittle from the sternest principles 
of Cobdenism. Mr. Snowden’s speech 
at Manchester leaves this matter in 
no doubt. Referring to a rumour 
that an all-round ten per cent. -im- 
port duty for revenue purposes ‘was 
contemplated, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer said: “ No Government, in 
which I am in charge of the national 
finances, will ever give serious con- 
sideration to a proposal like that.” Mr. 
Baldwin’s attitude is very different. 
He believes in the quota, unlike 
Lord Beaverbrook, because he is convinced 
that it will accomplish more satisfactorily 
than tariffs the extinction, or, at least, the 
shackling, of the dumper. He proposes, 
as soon as he is returned to power, to 
confer with the Dominion Premiers to 
ascertain the correctness of his views. To 
the principle of Mr. Bennett’s offer 
he has already said “Yes,” and he is 
anxious to pursue the question at a 
further conference at Ottawa next year. 
From the country he asks a mandate to put 
into practice whatever scheme this ex- 
perience shall determine to be the best. 
On no point, with one exception, 
does Mr. Baldwin respond to Lord 
Beaverbrook’s challenge with a categorical 
negative. Lord Beaverbrook requires 
that the interpretation of the Dominions’ 
offer shall be left to the Dominions. 
An ex-Prime Minister, and one who 
soon again may be Prime Minister, 
cannot adopt. this easy course.

The Irish Roads. 


Yesterday the Northern House of 
Commons passed the second reading of the 
Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Bill, a 
measure that brings the traffic laws of the 
North into alinement with the new British 
legislation. The first section contains a 
provision to render British licences valid 
in Northern Ireland, authorises the 
Postmaster-General to use existing 
omnibus services for the transport of mails, 
and empowers local authorities to incur 
expenditure for the provision and mainten- 
ance of automatic signals. It was, how- 
ever, the second section that aroused most 
comment, despite its unquestionable ex- 
pediency. Last year the principle of third- 
party insurance was applied to all public 
service vehicles, amounting in number to 
1,800, that plied within the borders of the 
Six Counties. Under the new bill a system 
of compulsory third-party insurance will 
| include the Province’s- 36,000 private and 
commercial cars and its 48,000 holders of 
driving licences. Whien the bill has be- 
come. law every person who uses a motor 
car on the public highway must carry a 
certificate to the effect that he is covered

Cheaper Flight. 

Modern business recognises that 
Mahomet must go to the mountain if the 
mountain will not come to Mahomet; and 
Mr. Henry Ford is the boldest promoter 
of this plan. Already he is making 
tractors at Cork and motor cars in 
England and Germany. Now he. proposes 
to put Ford aeroplanes upon the English 
market. Two of these machines arrived 
yesterday at Heston Air-park, near 
London, They were built at the Ford 
Aeroplane Works, near Chicago, and were 
flown thence to Boston, where they were 
taken to pieces and were shipped to Liver- 
pool. The Ford Company contemplates 
the shipment of aeroplanes in bulk to 
Liverpool, and the establishment of a 
centre .at Hooton which will act as a 
service dépét for its aircraft working in 
Europe. An important factor in the 
success of this enterprise will be the 
cost of transport. British manufac- 
turers have found that the shipping 
of aeroplanes across the Atlantic is an 
expensive business. The bill for the 
delivery of a big flying boat to Argentina, 
and for its “ assembly ” there, amounts 
to nearly £1,000; and the Ford experiment 
may. prove to be costly unless the demand 
is large. The Ford Company, however, 
has another string to its bow; for it can 
build aeroplanes at its new motor car 
factory at Dagenham, in Essex. Although 
the pioneer machines which have reached 
Heston are not ‘ babies ”—one carries 
eleven, the other fourteen, passengers— 
this American competition must hasten 
the advent of the really cheap aeroplane. 
It is a safe prophecy that within a few 
years £200-aeroplanes will be for sale in 
England on the instalment system; that 
nearly every young citizen will have 
learned the art of flight; that private 
hangar will be as numerous as private 


will have its aerodrome. In that day, 
unless she awakens quickly to the 
importance of civil aviation, Ireland will 
find herself sadly “ out of the world.” 
Her trade will suffer and she will have no 
attractions for the flying tourist.

History in Stamps. 


Modern Governments, having discovered 
the uses of advertisement, are turning 
their postal. systems into national shop- 
‘windows. Postage stamps are being 
employed increasingly for the display of 
a country’s natural charms, its historical 
events and its economic progress. Yester- 
day The Times described a batch of new 
issues by a dozen States. It gave the 
place of honour to the Irish Free State’s 
new twopenny stamp, which records the 
fulfilment of thé Shannon scheme, and 
may lead ‘‘to extended use of the 
electric power thus provided.” Japan 
celebrates her second national census with 
two special stamps. Canada puts a 
picture of one of her most famous churches 
on a new ten-cents stamp; and the 
French, always artists, have produced & 
series of beautiful stamps for the State of 
Lebanon. One exhibits the famous cedars, 
and another affords a glimpse of the ruins 
‘of Baalbek. Cuba, far ahead of Ireland 
in this respect, has issued stamps to 
honour the opening of her aerial post 
route between Santiago de Cuba and 
Havana. A new Rumanian stamp records 
King Carol’s dramatic return to his native 
land by aeroplane, Finally, Peru’s latest 
issue establishes the fact that, in one 
detail at least, modern coups d’état are 
more economical than the ancient brand. 
When a Roman emperor was dethroned 
his statues were broken and his name was 
erased from all public inscriptions, The 
Peruvians, though on revolution bent, 
have a frugal mind. Their new stamp 
simply has obliterated the portrait of ¢x- 
President Leguia by an impression of the 
national arms.

The Solicitor-Generailship. 

The chorus of faint praise that greeted 
the appointment of Lord Amulree as Air 
Minister a few days ago may account for 
the Prime Minister’s delay in the selec- 
tion of a new Solicitor-General to fill the 
place of Sir James Melville, who resigned 
on October 12th. Syeculation is free on 
this point; for it is suggested that Mr. 
Macdonald can find nobody willing “to 
take a post worth several thousands per 
annum, and that he has approached some 
well-known ‘lawyers, only to meet with a 
refusal. If this is really a fact, it is 
highly significant; for it means that the 
lawyers are of the opinion that the game 
is not worth the candle, or, in other 
words, that the life of the Government is 
too uncertain for a risk to be taken 
lightly, . 

Britain and Brazil, 

The situation in Brazil is being watched 
keenly in the London marine insurance 
market; for, though increased rates are 
being charged for ships trading with 
Brazilian ports, the additional risks are 
large. Apart from the dangers likely to 
arise from the mining of the Santa 
Catharina Channel by the revolutionaries, 
the perils of stranding must be considered 
owing to the ‘extinction of lighthouses. 
Marine underwriters will be glad when 
they are able to revert to the ordinary 
rates for normal risks, since the war risk 
charges now made would not be adequate 
compensation if mishap were to befall any 
of the large ships trading with the affected 


ports. 
Australian Gold. 


The Australian Government's decision 
to grant a bonus on all gold produced ‘in 
the Commonwealth seems to be wise; for 
it will stimulate gold production, and will 
render ible the working of low-grade 
ores which otherwise could not be mined 
for a profit. - The gold production of 
Australia is now comparatively small, but 
still is a valuable asset to the Dominion ; 
and, in view of the heavy drains made on 
her resources during the past year, any 
increase in output must be extremely 
useful. Australia will. require all the 
gold that she can produce if she is to 
keep the adverse exchange tendency 12 
check until her export trade is restored. 


Trafalgar Day. 


Trafalgar Day always is honoured in 
Trafalgar square, and to-day the massive 
plinth of the column, so badly scarred by 
the fires lighted round it on the first 
Armistice Day, was covered with scores 0! 
beautiful wreaths from all quarters of the 
globe, including, tributes —— by 
some of the Dominion delegations.

AGT MAY GO.

In that event the Colonial Laws Validity 
Act will go, and I understand that Lor’ 
Sankey and his colleagues this morning 
were discussing the ways and means of its 
repeal. Nobody cares much about this 
Act, at any rate, and the Empire -will 
not be a penny the worse for its expunge- 
ment from the Statute Book of the United 
Kingdom.

PRIVY COUNCIL APPEALS. 

When we come to the question of Privy 
Council appeals a really live- issue 
appears, It was discussed yesterday by 
the Sankey Committee, which was only 
able to devote twenty minutes to it, but 
as Lord Sankey and his colleagues now 
have completed their preliminary survey 
of all the other points, before them, 
Friday’s “session probably. will concern 
itself exclusively with this vexed question, 
The position in regard to these appeals, 
like most other things at the Conference. 
is somewhat obscure. In’ it was 
stated that “it is no part of the policy 
of His: Majesty’s Government in Great 
Britain that quéstions affecting judicial 
appeals should be determined otherwise 
than in accordance with the wishes of the 
‘Dominion particularly affected.” In 
other -words, the British Government 
said: If you want. to appeal to the Privy 
Council; you can do so; if not, you can 
do as you choose. In the case of the 
Free State, Article 66 of the Constitution 
explicitly reserves the right of appeal to 
That right has been exer- 
ciged since 1926, and the Free State 
Government has evaded the decisian of 
the .Judicial Committee by the sorry 
— as of ex post facto legislation. 

th Mr. Blythe and Mr. MecGilligan 
have stated, in the meanwhile, that the 
appeal to the Privy Council is dead, and 
that any Free State citizen who chooses 
to exercise the right that is preserved for 
him by-his own Constitution will have to 
take the consequences. Clearly that posi- 
tion is impossible. Some of the other 
Dominions are not enamoured particularly 
of Privy Council appeals, but none of 
gs has adopted the ruse of ez Bs facto 
egislation, and the Sankey Committee 
now is trying to devise some way out of 
the difficulty that has been created by the 
pundits of Merrion street. 

What can be done? IT was told to-day 
that the Sankey Committee, as well as 
the heads of delegations, are approaching 
the subject with open minds. But how is 
that»possible in view of the attitude of the 
Free State? If one Dominion says, in 
effect, we will not recognise Privy Council 
decisions, however often our citizens take 
advantage of their constitutional rights— 
and here it must be remembered that the 
Free Stete Government fought a civil war 
for that very Constitution—what is the 
point of keeping judicial appeals alive. 


SCRAPPING THE CONSTITUTION. 

I understand that at any time the Free 
State Government can remove Article 
66 from the Constitution by a unilateral 
Act. I have been told, indeed, that the 
legal advisers of the Free State Govern- 
ment take the view that the whole Con- 
stitution could be scrapped to-morrow 
without reference to Great Britain so 
long as the so-called “ Treaty position ”’ 
was not affected.

BUILDINGS WRECKED. 


The entire machinery of the mine, the 
modern building housing the administra- 
tive offices and the 150-foot tower con- 
taining the pit cage were in a few seconds 
reduced to débris, from which came the 
screams of the injured. The violence of 
the explosion can be gauged by the fact 
that some of the killed were found ‘30 
yards away. One man who was workin 
in the office was killed by being hurle 
against an iron safe. 

While the cause of the explosion has not 
been definitely established, it is virtually 
certain that it was due to the explosion of 
about 2,0001b. of blasting dynamite, stored 
one thousand feet below ground, and that 
the dynamite exploded as a result of ex- 
cessive temperature. | 

Immediately after the explosion panic- 
stricken relatives of the miners rushed to 
the scene from houses in the neighbour- 
hood, and there were tragic scenes as the 
bodies were brought to the surface. Fire 


brigades and ambulances were quickly on 


the spot, and Red Cross relief organisa- 
tions were mobilised. . - 
400 MEN BROUGHT UP, | 


Rescue partáes went down into the mine 
as soon as it was. possible to do so, and 
endeavoured to reach the entombed men 
by means of adjoining galleries. By 6 p.m. 
over four hundred men had succeeded in 
leaving the mine ‘or had been’ rescued. 
Fortunately, the rescue operations do not 
appear to be hampered by poisonous gas, 
and it is hoped that the men who are still 
entombed will be reached during the night. 
Some of them who have escaped state that 
part of the pit is on fire. 

The accident has plunged the little min- 
ing town of Alsdorf into mourning. There 
is hardly a household that has not been 
affected, and crowds of stricken wives and 
mothers are gathered at the pit-head wait- 
ing anxiously for the latest news, 


LORD MELCHETT 
AND PALESTINE. 


RESIGNATION. FROM 
JEWISH AGENCY.

Lord Melchett, in a letter to Dr. 
Weizmann, who resigned the Presidency 
of the Jewish Agency and the Zionist 
Organisation on Monday, says: ‘‘I gather 
from the newspapers that you have felt 
compelled to resign your position as 
Presigent of the Jewish Agency in view 
of the statement of policy regarding 
Palestine which has just been issued by 
the Government. . While your decision is 
of the gravest import, I cannot express 
surprise at the action you have felt bound 
to take. During our co-operation since 
1921 in. the upbuilding of the national 
home in Palestine we have endeavoured to 
advisé successive Governments and Ad- 
ministrations in a friendly spirit of co- 
operation with an earnest and sincere 
endeavour to pursue our work along 
moderate lines. 

“We have been invited to conference 
after conference by the Prime Minister, 
we have made numerous suggestions of a 
practical character, we have shown our- 
selves prepared in every. way to facilitate 
co-operation with the Arabs if the Govern- 
ment would only play their part. Our 
counse] was sought, but our recommenda- 
tions were studiously ignored. 


THE GOVERNMENT PAPER. 


“The grotesque travesty of the purpose 
of the mandate given in the Government 
paper can only be described as an insult 
to the intelligence of Jewry and a deli- 
berate affront to the Mandates Commis- 
sion. 

“One cannot but be amazed at the 
effrontery of the Government quoting the 
approval of the Mandates Commission, 
especially after the terrible censure which 
was meted out on their conduct of affairs 
in Palestine and the abject apol 
rendered by the Foreign Secretary on the 
attempts made to meet this censure.

That 
is clearly an intolerable state of. affairs.

No foreign Government can take exception 
to that policy—least of all the Saviet | 
Government, which has made all trade a 
Government monopoly. No British-madé 
goods. can. be imported into Russia except 
through Russian Government agencies. 
There is no need for us to go so far as 
that.. but. there is. every need and every 
justifieation for so .controlling our. im-

The ‘Minister of Home irs, ‘ Sir 
Dawson Bates, moved the second ing of 
th: Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Bill 
in the Northern House of Commons to- 
day. The bill embodies the principle of 
compulsory insurance against third-party 


risks. 

-- He said that the bill was another 2% in 
the measures which the Government had 
taken, and were taking, with the object 
of making the roads safer for both 
motorists and pedestrians. The first part 
of the present bill was intended to give 
statutory effect to an informal arrange- 
ment. between Northern Ireland and the 
Imperial Government, whereby licences to 
drive, issued in Great Britain, were valid 
in Northern Ireland and vice versa. He 
need not pew out the value of this reci- 
protity, having regard to the tourist 
traffic. 

'BUSES AND THE MAILS. ' 
Another clause in the bill would enable 
the Postmaster-General to make use of 
"bus services for the carriage of mails. 
An obligation would be imposed on every 
"bus owner running a regular service to 
carry whatever er might be desired by 
the Postmaster-General to or from places 
along his route. At the same time they 
souk not lose sight of the primary pur- 
pose of these vehicles—the carriage of 
passengers—and accordingly they proposed 
to limit the obligation of the "bus owner 
to such mails as could be carried without 
meonvenience to the passengers. The

COMPULSORY INSURANCE. 

Referring to the clause dealing with the 
principle of compulsory insurance against 
third-party risks, the Minister said that 
last year, under the Motor Traffic Bill, 
the principle was applied to public service 
vehicles numbering 1,800. When they 
came to include private motor cars and 
ordinary commercial vehicles they would 
have to deal with 35,000 vehicles and 
48,000 people who held drivers’ licences. 

Compulsory third party risks insurance 
had been adopted in Great Britain, After 
consultation between the Minister of 
Transport and the insurance companies, 
the latter accepted the scheme with con- 
siderable reluctance, and the companies 
had undertaken not to raise the premiums 
merely as the result of this legislation, 
but they had reserved to themselves the 
right to raise the premiums if they found 
from experience that the legislation which 
had been passed led to longer and heavier 
claims upon them. 


TO MEET LEGAL CLAIMS. 

If a person enjoyed the privilege of 
driving a car upon the public road, it 
was reasonable to ask that he should put 
himself in a position to meet all legal 
claims that might arise as a result of his 
negligence in exercising such a privilege. 
It was only too true that the people who 
did not insure at the present time were 
the people who had nothing to lose, and 
the bill was designed to rope in such 
persons. The scheme contained in the 
bill was that every person using a motor 


} car shall carry a certificate to the effect 


that in respect of the user of the car that 


e— 

(1) Is either covered by a policy of 

insurance, or 

(2) That he is covered by an authorised 

surety against third party risks to 
the extent of £5,000. 

It might be said that this placed in tha 
hands of an insurance company the power 
to say whether a man should drive or not. 
His answer to that was that it might be 
irne to a certain extent, but if they were 
to have compulsory insurance to meet .the 
existing evil, there was no other way to 


‘avoid it. 


“ GRAVE RISK.” 

He suggested that if a driver could not 
get insured by a company, he was not a fit 
person to be allowed on the road. Insur- 
ance companies only refused to insure 
where a man’s record was really bad, and 
where they had reason to think that there 
was grave risk to heavy claims arising 
under the policy. If there was grave risk 
to an insurance company by a particular 
driver using a car, then there must be 
grave risk to the public, and such a man 
was better off the road. 

In connection with the insurance of 
ublic service vehicles, they had never 
ound insurance companies either un- 
reasonable or inclined to refuse an insur- 
ance unless there was a very solid ground 
for their action. They did not think it 
was necessary that they should compel the 
owner of a car to insure against the possi- 
bility of injury to a person to whom he 
gave a lift in his car. If, for instance, a 
member of that House accepted a ride in 
the car of a fellow-member he did so at his 
own risk, and if he were injured during the 
course of that ride they must leave it to 
the members concerned. It was not a case 
for them to interfere. 


DRASTIC PENALTIES. 

Where a driver used a car without being 
covered by insurance he would be liable to 
a fine not exceeding £50, or to imprison- 
ment for a term not exceeding three 
months, .and also cancellation of his 
licence. If the Act was to be made effec- 
tive, the penalties must be of a drastic 
character. Where an injured person had 
received hospital treatment, and where any 
payment had been made by an authorised 
insurer in respect of the accident, the 
authorised insurer or the owner shall be 
liable to discharge to the hospital reason-
